CRUSHED TO DEATH BY BUMPERS. 


A Report That They Were Killed bj 


Striken Caused an Immense Crowd tc 
Gatlirr ID the Yards of tbe New fort 
Central Boad—Situation of the Strife! 
at Albany and Other Point*—What It 
Has Colt up to Date. 
Al.BASY, N. Y., Aug. 15.—Two of th« 


Pi ukertoa detectives at West Albany met 
a horrible death at an early hour Frldaj 
morning. They were aiding in getting out 
Borne freight cars when one of the engines 
backed down a car upon them. Both men 
were caught by the bumpers and killed. 
The news quickly spread through the citj 
that strikers had killed these men and ar. 
Immense crowd soon gathered. The Bos- 
ton and Albany railroad refused a con 
signmentof eastern bound freight from 
the Central Friday morning and it is 
thought that that road will sot take th« 
risk of a strike on their hands, as the} 
know that their men are well organized 
and ready to go out on any provocation. 


Firemen Kn Koute to New York. 


Two carloads of firemen forming a dele 


gallon from every lodge of western New 
York passed through here at 4 o'clock 
Friday morning bound for New York cits 
where they will consult the managers ol 
the road. One of them intimated that ea 
a matter of courtesy they we*e simplj 
going to let the road know that the] 
would not work with non union trainmen 
and switchmen. Unless the road consent! 
to arbitrate with the men now out, thi 
firemen will strike on Saturday night 
thus crippling the road entirely. 


Freight on the Movq. 


The Central people are at work moving

over the bridge, going west, up to II o'clock 
Friday morning. Trains of the stalled 
freight are beina sent oat of the Wewt Al 
bany yards.

COST OF THE STRIKE. 


The Knights of Labor Losing About 630,' 


(M)(l a Ua>— The Kallroad'8 Loss. 


NEW 
YOUK, Aug. 
15.—Already 
the 


strike has cost the company and the men 
much money. 
The company's 
officers 


assert that the railroad has lost nothing 
BO far as its passenger traffic is concerned, 
and say that at the present time it is im 
possible for them to estimate even ap 
proxiniately the amount of money lost ic 
the freiylit department. The nearest esti 
mate that could be obtained was that the 
company had lost over $300,000. Accord- 
ing to Master Workman Lee's statement 
there were about 10,000 men who struck 
work. Their average wages were at least 
(1.50 a day. Figuring on this basis th« 
knights lost by not working about $15, (XX 
a day, and as they were paid out of tht 
general strike fund their regular wa^es 
while they have been on strike this adds 
115,000 more loss a day, making, according 
to Mr. Lee, a total loss a day of «30,000. 


May Break Up the Order. 


They have been on strike for six days, 


and as Mr. Lee says there have been nc 
desertions from the ranks the grand total 
loss up to date is $180,000. From the out- 
look at present the greater number ol 
these men will not be able to secure work 
again on the Central road. They may b< 
out of work indefinitely. In the mean 
time those men who are working, mem 
bers of the order in all branches of trade, 
will be assessed every week to keep thes< 
men from starving. These assessments 
may tend to break up the order in the east.

When the goods are paid for at the end of 
the week, expenses and assessments for 
the winter fund are to be deducted and the 
remainder divided among the men. The 
winter fund is to provide fot the support 
of the men and their families (luring the 
dull season. 


Chieugo Carpenters to Strike. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—By a unanimous 


vote the United Carpenters' council has 
resolved to call out on a strike all car- 
penters and joiners under their jurisdic- 
tion in this city. The date set for the 
strike is Sept. I, the same date as Labor 
Day. While the action of the council can 
hardly be termed a surprise to those fa- 
miliar with the situation, it was hardly 
thought probable that action would be 
taken so soon. The strike mentis another 
stoppage and set-back to the builders and 
building trades, and in its wake draws 
in other organizations, inasmuch as many 
other tradesmen will be thrown out of 
work. 


The Letter Carriers* Convention. 


BOSTON, Aug. 1 .—At the eew-ion of tbe 


Letter Carriers' association Thursday it 
was resolved that it was the sense of the 
association that all legislation affecting 
the pay of 
letter carriers should be 


upon the basis of «000 for the first year, 
$800 the second year, $1,000 the third year, 
and $l,aX> tbe fourth year in first-class 
cities. In cities of the second class $000 
the first yenr, $850 the second year, and 
$1.050 thereafter. A committee of three 
was appointed to formulate a plan for a 
mutual benefit association. The remain- 
der of the session was spent in listening 
to the report of the committee on revision 
of the constitution and discussion of the 
same. 


A HUNDRED MILES AN HOUR. 


What Mr. Boyiiton Claims for His Bicy- 


cle Railroad. 


NEW YOKK, Aug. 15.—A mile in thirty- 


three seconds was the rate at which a 
party of newspaper men were whirled 
along the Boynton Bicycle railway Thurs-. 
day from Gravesend to Badger's hotel at 
Brighton, Coney Island. 
Eben Moody 


Boynton, the president of the company 
which has built the rend, iva1. on hand to 
explain its operation. A single bicycle 
passenger car was used, runnins up on 
one side of the old Brighton Heuch track. 
The car itself was a double-decker car, in 
each deck being six double and one single 
compartment, each compartment being 
by itself and entered from the side of the 
car. Each seat accommodates three per- 
sons. The cur is less in width than half 
the standard guage tracks so that two cars 
can pass each other when they are run on 
opposite rails. 


Description of th« Koud. 


Tlie wheels of the car are directly under 


the center, a double flange grasping the 
rail. The car is prevented from toppling 
over by double wheels attached to the top 
of the car and running one on each side 
a continuous wooden beam held up by 
the framework on either side of the 
track. The engine employed is a bicycle 
one. 
The car is run on the principle of 


a hoop in motion, wliicli the faster it goes 
is the lass likely to wabble and full over. 
Mr. Boynton says his scheme is practical 
for elevated roads, and some engineering 
papers have already declared that it is 
destined to revolutionize the present sys- 
tem of passenger transportation.

1,000 passen- 


gers at the rate oi' ninety miles an hour 
continuously or 
COO passengers at 100 


miles au hour. 


She Lived 12O Years. 


GALENA, Ills., Aug. If*.—Bridget Doody, 


the Mineral Point, Wis., centenarian, who 
was undoubtedly the oldest person in the 
United States, died at her home in that 
city after a brief illness. She has been a 
resident of Mineral Point for years. At 
it was known she had far outlived the 
years allotted to man the Rev. James 
O'Keefe wrote to her native parish in Ire- 
land some years ago and received infor- 
mation on the indisputable authority of 
the record Iwoks of the parish that she 
was born in the year 1770. She was there- 
fore 120 years old at the time of her death. 


Chamberlain oil the Iteliring Seu. 


NEW 
YOKK, Aug. 15.—The Rt.-Hon. 


Joseph Chamberlain, M. P., who arrived 
on the Teutonic, in a talk about the 
Behring sea dispute said: "One of the 
points at issue is whether Behring sea 
should be considered a mare clausum. I 
think it sheer nonsense for any govern- 
ment to nsk to have a sea with an en- 
trance 200 miles in width acknowledged 
as a closed sea. Our government will not, 
certainly, make any such concession, but 
I do not believe that this will cause a 
rupture of the friendly relations existing 
between the two countries." 


Struck a Great Producer.

This breaks the record of oil 
wells in Ohio, if uot in the world, and the 
producers and operators iu tiiis field are 
greatly excited.

from Crestline, Ohio, to The Cleveland 
Press says: J. J. Kirklanil, a prominent 
Knight of Honor nnd superintendent of 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railway carpenter shop here, has been 
found dead, face downward, in about 
eight inches of water. His watch and 
money are missing, and the indications 
point to foul play.

FOREIGN NEWS NOTES. 


To Cross Knrope in a Balloon. 


PARIS, Aug. 15.—The idea that was long 


•go advanced by .foivis and Mallet to cross 
Central Europe in a balloon has now been 
put in definite shape and will be carried 
out if possible in the Figaro air balloon. 
The aeronauts will endeavor to complete 
charts of tbe aerial currents and settle for 
all time the debatable questions concern- 
ing the safe utilization of them for travel- 
ing. The ascent will be made at Nancy 
and the descent somewhere in Russia or 
Norway. The date hits not yet been deter- 
mined. The French minister of war is 
greatly interested in the matter, and has 
requested a military attune to make the 
trip in the balloon at the same time. 


Story (if Wlllhuu Toll Excluded. 


GENKVA, Aug. 35.—By order of the Can- 


tonal government of Sehwyz the story of 
William Tell is henceforward to be re- 
ligiously excluded from all school his- 
tories published by authority, aud it is 
officially proclaimed that the Tell stories 
are neither more nor less than fanciful, 
if patriotic, legends of German'origin. 
The despair of the Swiss who kept and 
exhibited 'fell's chapel, pointed out the 
exact spot where he made his famous 
shot at the apple, aud who owned and 
navigated the steamers 
that brought 


credulous travelers to the shrine, may be 
imagined. 


The O'Sheii-1'nrnell Divorce Suit.

sensational development in the O'Shea- 
Paruell divorce suit. Mrs. O'Shea's solici- 
tors officially withdrew from her case 
Thursday. This is the second time that

the case. The second withdrawal is said 
to be due to Mrs. O'hea'spersisteut refusal 
to bring a cross suit against O'Shea which 
her solicitors demanded she should do.

THREE PERSONS KILLED OUTRIGHT. 


An Atlantic City Excursion Train Butu 


Into an Obstruction Planed on the 
Truck Near Oncciola Station by Train 
Wreckers with Fatal Results— Two Kn- 
gineera mail • Trainp Killed — None of 
the .Vassengeis Seriously Injured. 


PITTSBURQ, Pa., Aug. 15.— A dastardly 


attempt was made Thursday night to 
wreck an Atlantic City excursion train 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad at a 
point twenty miles from this city, where 
the road runs along the Youghlogheny 
river, thirty feet above the water. The 
attempt was partially successful and re- 
sulted inj^he almost total demolition of 
the engine and the death of two engineers 
and a tramp. Fortunately the passengers 
escaped with slight cuts and 
bruises. 


The names of the killed are: Yankee Sulli- 
van, of Pittsburg, one of the oldest, en- 
gineers on the road; Daniel Goodwin, en- 
gineer of the easteru division, who was 
riding in the cab; unknown man, sup- 
posed to be a trump, riding 
between 


tender and baggage-car. Freruau King was 
painfully but not dangerously injured. 


Running at a Rapid Rate. 


The train, which consisted of three 


sleepers and a baggage car, was crowded 
with excursionists bound for the sea 
shore. It was late in getting away from 
the city and was proceeding at a rapid 
pace to make up lost time. Near Osceola 
station an obstruction was encountered. 
There was a terrific crash and the engine 
was thrown over the embankment The 
cars ran along the rails for a distance of 
fifty feet, when they fell over on the 
west-bound track toward the hillside. 
Tbe engine was completely 
wrecked. 


Sullivan, Goodwin, aud the tramp were 
crushed beneath the timbers and were 
killed almost instantly. King, the fire- 
man, wail thrown into a tree thirty feet 
away and escaped with serious bruises. 


Uadly Frightened PaMengerff. 


The sleepers were not badly damaged 


but the passengers were badly frightened. 
All escaped, however, with a few bruises 
and slight cuts from broken glass. An In- 
vestigation showed that a deliberate and 
fiendish attempt had been made to wreck 
the train. Four ties had been placed se- 
curely between and on the rails. Fortu- 
nately the work of the wreckers was frus- 
trated by the cars falling on the west 
bound side. If they had followed the en- 
glue and gone over the embankment into 
the river the loss of life would .have been 
frightful. 
The motive for the deed can 


not be surmised, but a thorough investi- 
gation will be made by the company and 
every effort made to bring the culprits to 
justice. 


ON A VERY SERIOUS CHARGE.

MONTICELLO, Ills., Aug. 1 .—There was 


intense excitement here Thursday caused 
by the arrest of Mrs. John Holden and her 
son Edward Holdeu, charged with the 
murder of llarley Russell, who was way- 
laid and shot iu Juno last while be was 
going home. Alliert Durham, one of thu 
parties arrested for the crime, turned 
state's evidence and his testimony is very 
damaging to Mrs. Holden, whom he heard 
make threats against the life of Harley 
Russell.

For several years 
there has not been such * scarcity of fruit 
as Just at present Berries an out of the 
market with the single exception of a few 
blackberries from Michigan, and tbe supply 
of these is nearly exhausted. Generally at 
this season of the year the red or wild goose 
plums are very plentifu1, but net so now. 
Arkansas, Texas and Kentucky, the great 
bases of supplies for this fruit,this year have 
none for sale and the crop IB southern Illi- 
nois Is also • failure. The little blue dam- 
son plum is now nearly gone and house- 
wives who have been waiting for further 
supplies of this fruit will probably find that 
they have waited too long. The dealers 
have had a few c**ee of them, but the price 
has been so high that the plums remained 
on hand until almost spoiled. Therefore it 
is not likely that many more will be offered. 
Of peaches and apples there are very few. 
Grapes alone promise a good yield, they 
will be small, however, and not of the best 
quality. A few home grown have begun to 
come in. 


Canned goods and dried fruit are getting 


higher dally. There has been an advance 
of 25 per cent on all canned trait Tbat 
means that cans which sold for 10 cents 
will sell for 15 cents.
